Allred declared T exas’ main prob­ 
lems were of recovery, hut its B,000,- 
000 people, with their great natural 
resources, had nothing to fear and 
were ready for a “new cycle of pro­ 
gress.” 
He stud he proposed to coordinate 
the state relief program 
with 
thai 
of the federal government by public 
works projects, old age pensions, soil 
erosion 
prevention 
and 
"in 
every 
worth-while 
manner." 
To 
improve 
economic conditions, he bespoke Ila* 
cool aration of the executive and the 
legislature and all state departments. 
Allred 
declared 
“gangsters, 
bau­ 
ld'! ts, thugs and thieves" had no place 
“in the clean life that Texas needs” 
and asserted he would puM’orm his 
1 duty under the constitution to cause 
I the laws to In* faithfully executed.
